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the university of Minnesota, together with the amount ot
moneys received therefrom, and of the balance, it any,
left in the hands of the said board of regents.

Sec. 8. This act shall tuke effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER CXXXIV.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR FRINTING THE GEN-
ERAL SCHOOL LAWS.

Be it enacted by the Legislaturs of tie State of Minnesota:

SectioN 1. That the sum of three hundred dollars or
as much thereof as may be necessary, be and the same is
hereby appropriated out of any money in the treasury
belonging to the general revenue fund, for printing fifteen
thousand copies of the general school laws, under the
direction of the superintendent of public printing.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER CXXXV,
AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE PURCHASE OF FOUR THOU-

SAND COPIES OF HAINES TOWNGSHIP ORGANIZATION
LAWS, FOR THE USE OF THE TQOWNS OF THIS STATE.

Be it enacled by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SectioN 1. That the secretary of state is heroby author-
ized and required to purchase four thousand copies of
